At least 125 persons injured as two 
commuter trains collide in New York 


NFW YORK (UP!) — Two Penn 
Central rush hour commuter trains 
carrying 1,600 passengers collided to­ 
day near the Bronx Botanical Garden > 
alter the lead train derailed, the rail­ 
road said. 
At least 125 persons were treated for 
minor injuries at two hospitals. Only 
one person was reported seriously in­ 
jured. 
The accident about 8:30 a.m. caused 
massive delays of all citybound trains 
on the Harlem and New Haven lines on 
the first working day of the New Year. 
Outbound trains were being held in 
Grand Central Station indefinitely. 
The accident accurred when the 10-car 
7:55 a.m. from Hartsdale hit a “dis­ 
turbance,” derailing five cars. The six- 
car 7:57 from North White Plains, 
traveling on the same track, crashed 
into the first train. No cars on the sec­ 
ond train were derailed. 
Railroad officials said the second 
train was traveling slowly when the

clue to possible 
heart problem ? 


ROCHESTER, Minn. (UP!) - Dr. 
Jack Stemlieb of the Mayo Clime says 
a crease on the ear lobe may indicate 
heart disease. 
Stemlieb says a recent study shows 
the crease on one or both ear lobes has 
appeared on nine out of every 10 heart 
disease patients. 
The Mayo study found a crease in 
133 out of 144 patients with clinical 
symptoms of heart disease, Stemlieb 
said. 
However, Sternlieb cautioned that his 
findings were based 
on 
a 
limited 
sample of patients. 
The crease is formed, doctors think, 
because the ear lobe contains no carti­ 
lage or bone and develops a fold when 
its blood supply is reduced by coronary 
disease. 
The crease was defined as an oblique 
fold starting from the lowest corner of 
the ear opening and extending outward 
on the lobe in varying lengths, Stern­ 
lieb said.

EST today, a United 
Press International count showed at 
least 154 persons had died in traffic 
accidents during the holiday period.

pains, just*to be sure.” 
A spokeswoman for Montefiore Hos­ 
pital said about 30 persons had been 
brought into the emergency room, “as 
far as we can determine none ot them 
seriously injured."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The three 
most powerful men of Richard Nixon’s 
administration, who stand convicted of 
conspiring to cover up their involve­ 
ment in Watergate, today steadfastly 
maintained that they would prove their 
innocence on appeal. 
Unlike some of their former col­ 
leagues now in prison, John N. Mit­ 
chell, H R. Haldeman and John D. Eh- 
rlichman were far from contrite after 
the verdict was handed down Wednes­ 
day. They remained free on personal 
bond. 
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Mitchell, 61. Nixon’s attorney general 
and campaign director; Haldeman, 48, 
and Ehrlichman, 49, the men who ran 
his White House, were convicted of 
conspiracy, obstruction of justice and 
lying. Robert C. Mardian, 51, a former 
assistant attorney general and cam­ 
paign 
.nde, 
was convicted of con­ 
spiracy. 
Kenneth W. Parkinson, 46, hired to 
do Watergate legal work, 
was ac­ 
quitted of conspiracy and obstruction 
cf justice —the first Watergate defen­ 
dant to go free. 
Sentencing was expected to be de­ 
layed during the appeals process. Mit­ 
chell could get 25 years in prison and a 
$37,000 fine; Haldeman, 25 years and 
$21,000, Ehrlichman, 20 years and $35,- 
000, and Mardian. 5 years and $10,000. 
The entire appeals process could last 
a long time and it could be months 
before any of the defendants go to jail 
if they are so sentenced. 
The verdict came as no surprise to 
most of those who have been involved 
in the 2V2-year-old scandal known as 
Watergate, not even the convicted de­ 
fendants. And it raised again for some 
the question of why Nixon —an unin­ 
dicted 
coconspirator — 
was 
never 
charged or even required to testify. 
Nixon himself promised to issue a 
statement on the verdict later in the 
dav from his home in San Clemente, 
Calif. 
All of the convicted defendants said 
they 
would 
appeal, 
primarily 
on 
grounds of pretrial publicity and U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica’s refusal 
to delay the trial long enough to obtain 
the testimony of the ailing former 
president, who was pardoned by Presi­ 
dent Ford. 
Haldeman reflected the defendants’ 
defiant reaction to the verdict when he 
declared, “ I know that legally and mo­ 
rally 1 am totally innocent.” 
Ehrlichman, outspoken and unusually 
jolly, said today in a television inter­ 
view (NBC Today Show) that when he 
was indicted nine months ago he was 
“ pretty well convinced of the impossi­ 
bility of securing an acquittal.” 
He said the few White House tapes 
played in the courtroom gave the jury 
a “warped” view of what happened, 
but he admitted that if he had known 
about the taping system he “ would 
have acted differently.” 


Referring to chief trial prosecutor 
Jam es Neal’s contention that the co­ 
ver-up was orchestrated by Nixon and 
the defendants, he added: 
“ Actually, if you look at these five 
defendants, from my standpoint one of 
them I’d never met before, Ken Park­ 
inson, another one I hadn’t seen for a 
couple of years, Bob Mardian, another 
one I saw perhaps four times over the 
span of the year that was in issue in 
the case, John Mitchell, and then on 
only a very casual basis. So if that was 
an orchestra, it never got together for 
a rehearsal.” 
After 15 hours deliberation, the jury 
of eight blacks and four whites re­ 
turned the verdict to Sirica late in the 
afternoon of the trial’s 63rd day. It was 
30 months after five mem were arrested 
with bugging equipment inside Demo­ 
cratic Party offices at the Watergate. 
The five men stood erect and motion­ 
less at their tables in Courtroom No. 2 
as clerk Jam es P. Capitanio read the 
counts and a series of “guilty ... guilty 
... guilty.” 
The convictions brought to 17 the 
number of Nixon aides found guilty ot 
Watergate crimes. 
When Parkinson’s acquittal was an­ 
nounced, Mitchell turned and whis­ 
pered congratulations. Haldeman, his 
wife Jo and their daughter Susan were 
typically emotionless. Susan, a law stu­ 
dent who sat next to her father at the 
defense table, broke into tears as she 
left the courtroom. 
“ There’s only one human being In 
the world who knows to an absolute 
moral certainty the truth of my inno­ 
cence or guilt,” Haldeman said outside 
the courthouse in a driving rain. 
“ I know that legally and morally I 
am totally innocent of each of the 
charges brought me and with that cer­ 
tainty 1 can live with myself and I can 
move ahead to see that as this process 
continues the truth ultimately does be­ 
come known and understood.” 
Ehrlichman and his wife Jeanne em­ 
braced at the front of the courtroom. 
Six months ago, Ehrlichman was con­ 
victed of conspiring to violate a citi­ 
zen’s liberties in the 1971 break-ir at 
the office of Daniel Ellsberg’s psy­ 
chiatrist. 
The Ehrlichmans called their chil­ 
dren in Seattle and then went to the 
press room. “ If there ever has been a 
political trial in this country, this is 
it,” he said.

WASHINGTON (U^I) - The stroke 
suffered by Supreme Court Justice Wil­ 
liam O. Douglas on New Year’s Eve 
left him with a weakness in the leu 
side of the body but no evidence of 
mental impairment, it was announced 
today. 
Supreme Court press officer Barrett 
McGum in releasing the 
statement 
said the justice’s condition continues to 
be officially termed “ serious.” 
“ Physicians 
are 
treating 
Justice 
Douglas with anti-coagulants to lessen 
the possibility of blood clots moving 
from the heart.” the statement said. 
The 76-vear old justice spent “a fair­ 
ly comfortable night” at the Walter 
Reed Army Medical Center, according 
to McGurn. His vital signs continue 
stable and “he is alert,” the statement 
said. 
For the past six years Douglas has 
an electronic heart pacemaker in his 
chest. When he set his record of 34 
years 196 days on Oct. 30. 1973, he said 
his doctor pronounced him in “ fine” 
health. 
The outspoken jurist had just arrived 
In Nassau with his wife, Cathleen, fcr 
a short vacation. He was stricken on 
New Year’s Eve and taken to Princess 
M argaret Hospital. 
By an ironic quirk, his way home 
was smoothed by President Ford, who 
as House Republican Leader led an at­ 
tempt to impeach him in 1970. Ford 
a r ra n g e d for Douglas' physician, 
Thomas Connally of Arlington. Va., to 
be flown to his patient fronv Apdrews 
Air Force Base.

The pills involved are cal­ 
led Zorane. 
In advertising 


which appeared in medical 
journals 
between 
February 
and November, the FDA said. 
I.e.!.re eh ned women who 
used ‘he pill were less likely 
to suffer bad side effects such 
us bleed clots than those who 
used other brands. 
The agency said medical 
evidence does not -upport the 
claim, althcuah it added there 
is nothing inherently dang­ 
erous in the tablets them­ 
selves. 
An FDA spokesman said 
the tablets —valued at SI mil­ 
lion — were seized Dec. 20.

ST. LOUIS. Mo. (UPI) - 
Theodore 
Heidepnem 
loves 
Coney Island hot dogs but 
hates the mess when the chili 
spills out cf the bun onto his 
lap. 
A baker for 20 years. Heide- 
preim did something about 
the mess. He invented his 
version of the better mouse 
trap —a new hot dog bun. 
“ I’d been thinking about it 
for almost 20 years.” he said. 
Like many gTeat thinkers, he 
g o t 
his 
inspiration 
while 
sleeping. 
“ I didn’t jump out of bed 
though,” he said. “ I had Sat­ 
urday off and 1 made the 
mold the next morning.” 
Using an aluminum foil tv 
tray. 
Heidepriem 
mad*’ 
a 
mold around a frank-shaped 
piece of pipe and 
formed 
dough around it. 


“ 1 have a bun wrhich acts 
as a container for the food 
vuth an indented center.” he 
said. “ It holds the focd with­ 
out spilling it on rugs or your­ 
self. And it's baked with a 
simple method by use of a 
single pan.” 
The result is a boat-shaped 
bun for hot dogs with the 
meat lying uncovered on top. 
Chili, onions and the rest of 
the makings for cont v islands 
are poured on and don’t make 
a squishy mess. 
“ The side baked against the 
metal is on the inside of the 
bun and that’s the 
porous 
side,” he said. “ The goodies 
seep into the bun but the out­ 
side has been sealed by the 
oven-heat and contains the 
juices about three times as 
long as other buns.” 
“ It's the first new bun in 


seven years,” the inventor 
said proudly. 
“ Women tell me it has oth­ 
er uses, too. It could be used 
for -alads, tuna fish, anything 
that is runny and needs to be 
contained.” 
Heidepriem knows he’s try­ 
ing to change one of Ameri­ 
ca’s most sacred sandwich in­ 
ventions —the hot dog, which 
was bom in St. Louis ait the 
1994 World’s Fair. 
“ It’s not going to be easy.” 
he said. “ The old hot dog and 
hamburger buns are gonna 
stay, but 
I’d 
like 
to 
get 
maybe 10 per cent of the 
trade. 
"But, really, 
t’s not the 
money. I’ve always e.med a 
good salary. It’s just the sat­ 
isfaction of seeing my bur.s 
on the shelves. That would 
tickle me most.”

Brown Jr., the next governor 
of California, is known to 
close aides and associates as 
“The Spirit” 
The nickname usually isn’t 
used to his face, but may ref­ 
lect much about the 36-year- 
oid bachelor who already is 
being sized up as a possible 
Democratic presidential con­ 
tender. 
Intensely private and intros­ 
pective. Brown evokes a pa­ 
radoxical image of part am- 
a.tious politician 
and 
part 
mystic. 
He is labeled variously as 
aloof, charm.ng, quick-witted, 
aggressive, and almost al­ 
ways, an enigma. 
The son of former Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. “ Pat” Brown, he in­ 
sists that charisma and perso­ 
nality are throwbacks to the 
politics of the 60s. with little 
relevance to his campaign 
promise of a “ New Spirit"

The proposal to train Chino Fire De­ 
partment rescue personnel as para­ 
medics has brought criticism from a 
county administrator and a local Chino 
ambulance company which is gearing 
up to offer private paramedic service 
to the area. 
The controversy arose after the San 
Bernardino County Board of Super­ 
visors approved a mobile, intensive- 
care paramedic program in the Chino 
area as a pilot project in the county 
last week. 
The approval for the project intro­ 
duced by Chino Fire Chief Ora M. 
Short was granted even though Robert 
A. Covington, administrative officer of 
the county, expressed some misgivings 
about future “built-in costs” as a re­ 
sult of the program. 
Then the Kniffen Ambulance Co. that 
serves the Chino area expressed disap­ 
proval of the program in view of an 
outlay of nearly $16,000 the companv 
has spent to provide a paramedic unit 
for the area. 
The paramedic program approved 
for the Chino area will be funded by 
the Chino Rural Fire District at a total 
outlay of $15,250. The money would be 
used to send a number of Chino fire­ 
men. who have alreadv earned their 
emergency medical technician decrees 
from local hospitals, to Loma Linda 
University Hospital for advanced train­ 
ing in emergency medical aid. Some of 
the funds will also be used to purchase 
special paramedic equipment to be 
placed on board the rescue truck. 
If the pilot proeram is successful, it 
cnuld be broadened to add special 


ra d io equipment to the rescue truck, 
enabling paramedics to relay informa- 
tion about a patient’s vital sians to loc­ 
al hosoitals. Duty doctors would be 
read1' for the patients’ arrival with the 
ar nropriate medical 
equipment 
and 
medicines. 
Covington, however, believes that if 
the test program proves effective and 
is broadened there would be general 
fund implications in future years. He 
said the board should be aware of this 
possiblitv and added he wanted to be 
on record of having sounded a war­ 
ning. 
Homer Aerts. 
spokesman tor the 
Kniffen Ambulance Co. of Chino, criti­ 
cized the fire department’s proposal, 
pointing out that the company, recog­ 
nizes the need for a paramedic unit in 
Chino, had already ordered nearly $10,- 
000 in paramedic equipment for one of 
its ambulances. Also, he said he and 
another man are near completing a 
special paramedic training course at 
the Oueen cf Angels Hosrital in Los 
Angeles. 
Aerts «aid the move to provide a 
paramedic service through the county 
could “bankrupt” his small company 
which is able to provide the service. 
He said the firm already ha« made 
tentative arrangements with Corona 
Hospital for a ba«e station needed 
in the program- Corona Hospital already 
is linked up with Riverside paramedic 
services and would establish anoher 
link with Chino General or other West 
End hospitals. 
Aerts said, Kniffen representatives 
were at the Fire Commission meeting 
called to hear about the paramedic 
program before it was sent to the su­ 
pervisors, but had not been 
given 
enough time to present their alterna­ 
tive proposal. 
Chief Short said the county paramed­ 
ic proposal “in no way is designed to 


compete with private business. 
We 
don’t want to compete with Kniffen, or 
any other company. We do not want to 
go into the transportation business. 
“We just believe that the paramedic 
program will provide Chino area resi­ 
dents with far better service then they 
now have.” 
Short said he believed that because 
of the fire station’s location and be­ 
cause it is the receiver of first calls, 
rescue personnel could be at the scene 
of an accident faster than the ambu­ 
lance services. He indicated that the 
paramedic crew probably could save 
far more lives than they have with the 
rescue unit in the past. Short said am­ 
bulances would be called to the scene 
and transport victims to local hospi­ 
tals. “We want to work with the ambu­ 
lance services on improving emergen­ 
cy medical treatment," he said. 
Short pointed out that there are no 
paramedic programs in the county at 
the present time, and no regulations 
have been made to govern the pro­ 
grams. He said there is one committee 
called the Mobile Intensive Care Com­ 
mittee, under the County Emergency 
Medical Care Committee, that is now 
studying the feasibility of setting up 
paramedic base stations at local hospi­ 
tals and working to regulate and coordi­ 
nate future services. 
Dean Garrison, Chino General Hospi­ 
tal administrator, said that Chino Gen­ 
eral has notified the county that when 
and if a paramedic system is approved 
for the Chino area, it is ready and wil­ 
ling to purchase the necessary equip­ 
ment to become a base station. 
“We are ready to purchase all the 
equipment needed at an estimated cost 
of $10,000,” Garrison said. 
He added that the hospital would fun­ 
ction either with the county in a public 
paramedic system or with the private 
sector, 
such as private 
ambulance 
companies. 
He 
said 
the 
taxpayers 
would have to decide which would be 
more economical. 
Asked if he believed a paramedic 
system was needed in the Chino area 
now, Garrison commented, “It de­ 
pends. Right now there are only 10 to 
11 cases a month where patients need 
paramedic or critical care units. If you 
look at it economically a paramedic 
system is not needed. The volume Is 
not great enough. 
“However, if you consider the saving 
of life as the most important factor, 
there is no doubt a paramedic service 
would be invaluable. 
“Whatever the case, it takes every­ 
one, from the public and private sector 
working as a team, to make such a 
health care program successful.”

Why Soviets 
bargained 


There has been considerable criticism of the arm s 
agreement reached between President Ford and so­ 
viet Communist Party leader Leonid Brezhnev a 
the Valdivostok summit; criticism by those who teei 
the United States gave and Russia took. 
On the other hand, there are some who wonder 
whv Brezhnev gave even as much as he did. This in 
spite of the fact that although the agreement, if 
officiallv approved by both nations, would b> 19So 
leave the U.S. and Russia technically equal in stra­ 
tegic nuclear strength, among other . 
one big exception. Full compliance with all term s 
still probably would give the Soviet superiority in 
the total number or the explosive power of nuelea 
warheads it would have available for an attack on 
the United States. 
That would seem to be enough margin to maKe 
the agreement acceptable to Brezhnev but that isn t 
the way the Soviet work. They want everything, so, 
whv even this agreejnent? 
According to an analysis by U.S. News & World 
Rcoort, the reasons Russia signed were two: 
First, President Nixon’s resignation 
wiped out 
Kremlin hopes of extracting substantial concessions 
from a politically crippled President who, they be­ 
lieved, was desperate for a foreign policy success. 
Second, leaders in the Soviet “ apparently decided 
that the stakes were too great for them to gamble 
that the U.S. would refuse to compete in an uncont­ 
rolled arm s race. An agreement guaranteeing Rus­ 
sia ‘equality’ apparently was more attractive than a 
bid for strategic superiority-w hich would risk a 
massive American reaction and a L.S. arms build- 


^Time of course, will tell how’ valid this reasoning 
is If. however, a “cap” has been put on the arm s 
race as President Ford assured the nation, that is 
at least a substantial step in the right direction.

I’m told poaching is a way of life in eastern West Virginia 
and that restaurants will purchase venison with no questions 
asked, thus fairly decent profits can be made from the slaugh­ 
ter.

Diagnosing head noises complicated

DEAR DR. LAMB — Approximately 
tour years ago I noticed a noise in my 
head, which greatly disturbed me be­ 
cause I imagined all kind of things 
that caukf be wrong. This noise is no< 
with me all the time. 1 may have it 
one day and not the next. If I drop otf 
to sleep in my chair after a day » work 
I wake up with it, and it may last lor 
rwo days. 
After going to several doctors and 
using car drops and being examined for 
the prostate gland, which is normal, I 
have no relief. 
This noise has caused me to become 
very uptight and nervous. 1 have taken 
many kinds of tranquilizers. I had a 
complete physical in a hospital, and 
they found nothing wrong nor did they 
give me any relief from the noise. The 
brain scan was normal. 
1 have had three hearing exam­ 
inations which showed that I have lost 
vome high-frequency hearing and have 
been told this caused the noise. 1 was 
told I would have to live with this 
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noise. 
I’m 62 and wetgh 150 pound-.,

is my normal weight. This noise is 
hard to describe, but it sounds hke a 
high line wire humming in the winter 
time. 
DEAR READER — The diagnosis 
and treatment of no se is either very 
simple or almost impossible. Appar­ 
ently you fall in the latter category. 
Any obstruction in the outer ear can 
cause ringing sounds in the ear. It it is 
wax, simply removing the excess wax 
in the ear may cure the difficulty. Un­ 
fortunately mcst cases are not that 
simple. 
Ringing and noises can also be 
caused by some medicines. When the 
medicine is stopped, the ringing stops 
Circulation changes in the brain and 
around the hearing mechanism can 
cause ringing or buzzing noises. Some 
people are more aware ot normal circu­ 
lation sounds than others. 
Damage to the ear, for example 
from a very loud noise such a« gun 
lire, ran cause this condition. 
Increasing age is commonly asso 
ciated with buzzing and ringing in the 
ears. 
This 
is 
probably 
related 
to 
chances in the arteries. For this rea­ 


son I usually advise people with this 
problem to do the same things they 
should do to prevent hear* disease, go 
on a low-fat, low-cholesterol dipt, cor­ 
rect obesity and get regular sensible 
exercise. 
Avoiding coffee and dnnks that con­ 
tain caffeine may help some. That is 
better than taking tranquilizers. 
Patients w’ith Meniere's disease may 
also have ringing in the ear, dizziness, 
nausea and loss of hearing This is nro- 
bably related to accumulation ot fluid 
and changes inside the delicate ear 
mechanism, not inside the brain. 
The best advice 1 can give you since 
you have already had a good exam­ 
ination is to try the diet, exercise pro­ 
gram, and avoid caffeine-containing 
drinks and cigarettes. That may help 
some.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
congressional study says the 
government will accumulate 
deficits totaling $59 billion in 
the current and next fiscal 
years —among the largest in 
history. 
The Joint Economic Com­ 
mittee staff study is sure to 
stimulate opposition to the 
ev en bigger deficit* 
that 
would result if Congress pas­ 
ses a large tax cut to combat 
recession. 
The analysis 
published 
Monday, predicts: 
—A $23 billion deficit this 
fiscal vear —twice as large 


as the $9.2 billion deficit tore- 
seen two months ago by the 
administration before it aban­ 
doned hope of imposing a sur­ 
tax on micklle-and high income 
taxpayers. 
—A $36 billion deficit in fis­ 
cal 1976. the largest peace­ 
time deficit in history and the 
largest deficit since 1945, the 
final year of World War II. 
Auto maker Henry Ford II. 
other businessmen, many eco­ 
nomists, 
members of 
both 
parties in Congress and some 
administration policy makers 
are advocating a tax cut as a 
way to compensate inflation’s 
victims and combat recession. 


Proposals for cuts range from 
$10 billion to $25 billion. 
The committee analysis 
goes along with the argument 
for stimulation of the econo­ 
my. 
It says if the economy were 
a? full employment, the defi­ 
cits would turn into a $30 bil­ 
lion surplus in 1975. 
Anything to increase that 
“ full 
employment 
surplus" 
now', the report argue4, “will 
tend to push the economy fur­ 
ther away from its potential 
growth path and must there­ 
fore be regarded as a re­ 
strictive budget posture.” 
The study says the reces­ 


sion is responsible for swell­ 
ing the deficits —reducing 
tax collections and raising 
outlays. It says the additional 
cost of helping the unem­ 
ployed with jobs and benefits 
will reach $5.3 billion this fis­ 
cal vear —twice the increase 
the White House estimated in 
November. 
The study estimated fiscal 
1975 outlays at $307.8 billion, 
not 
the $302.2 billion esti­ 
mated by the White House. It 
estimated revenues at $285 
billion instead of the White 
House projection cf $293 bil­ 
lion. These changes account 
for a $22.8 billion deficit in 


place of the $9.2 billion fore­ 
seen by tne W'hite House. 
The government has been 
accumulating 
deficits 
since 
mid-1969 and now spends $32 
billion a year on interest. The 
deficits since the start ot fis­ 
cal 1970 total $68 billion.

Also with a major intere-t 
in Iraq’s internal difficulties 
is the shah of Iran. 
It also prevents Soviet use 
of Iraq as a springboard into 
the Arab oil states lining the 
southern shore of the Persian 
gulf, an area the shah re­ 
gards as his own sohere of in­ 
fluence.

I he only hope of finding out 
w hether the Central 
Intelli­ 
gence Agnecy spied on Amer­ 
ican 
dissenters,

Congress occasionally gets 
ali stirred up over some mis­ 
adventure by the U.S. intelli­ 
gence community, beats the 
drums loudly in protest and 
then goes back to normal. 
Normal for Congress is to 
see, hear and speak as little 
as possible about the dirty 
business of spying, foreign or 
domestic variety. 


An example of how difficult 
it is to stir Congress to act in

when

Saxbe 
s a i d 
Americans 
generally 
would frown upon. 


Congress 
mlide no 
real 
move to get the full story. It 
-remained for some reporters 
to trv to get the details by 


using the Freedom of Infor­ 
mation Act. 
Congress 
accepts, 
without 
checking, assurances that the 
activities are no longer going 
on. The best safeguard that it 
won’t happen again would be 
to put the full story- on the 
r e c o r d 
and 
government 
agencies 
on 
notice 
that 
it 
won’t be tolerated. 


To guard against just such 
incidents. 
Senator 
Howard 
Baker. 
R-Tenn., 
has 
been 
pushing for a special, joint 
com m ittee to serve as a con­ 
tinuous watchdog over all the 
intelligence activities of the 
U.S. governm ent. 
Baker says Congress legis­ 
lates in the field from igno­ 


rance. 
He 
points 
out 
that 
most m em bers had to find out 
about the CIA efforts to un­ 
derm ine the socialist govern­ 
ment in Chile by reading of it 
in the newspapers. Again and 
again, he says, m em bers of 
Congress have shown

Baker is convinced that the 
tull story of CIA involvement 
in W atergate will never be 
known. The CIA. at one point, 
refused to furnish information

oversight comm ittees. 


those oversight committee? 
are parts of the arm ed serv­ 
ices 
com m ittees 
and 
the 
appropriations

sym pathetic to the viewpoint 
of the intelligence community. 


In a recent in te r v ie w . Ba­ 
ker said that in the pa 4 r ear, 
t h e S e n a t e ' . Intelligence 
Oversight Committee had met 
twice. He politely explained 
t h a t 
com m ittee 
mem bers 
were busy with other chores. 
The more reasonable explana­ 
tion is that they just w eren’t 
interested in learning about 
what the law m akers consider 
dirty, necessary work.

SACRAMENTO

The lavish wining and dining 
of public officials by state ca­ 
pital lobbyists is in for an 
abrupt change. 
So are other long-standing 
Sacramento traditions 
when 
the state’s Political 
Reform 
Act becomes law Jan. 7. It 
gives California new canons 
for politicians and lobbyists, 
a n d 
a 
million-dollar 
bu­ 
reaucracy to enforce them. 
There will be a $10 limit on 
what 
lobbyists 
may 
spend 
each month on a single public 
official —lawmaker or execu- 
t i v e b r a n c h policymaker 
—and on candidates for state 
office. 
“That's about 
enough for 
two hamburgers and a coke.” 
says Gov.-elect 
Edmund 
G. 1 
Brown Jr.. who helped draft 
and campaign for the m eas­ 
ure. 
Lobbyists will be prohibited 
from 
making 
or 
arranging 
campaign contributions. They 
and their employers will have 
to register with the state and j 
file regular reports on all lob- ! 
bving expenditures. 
Lobbyists will be prevented 
from accepting payment from 
clients that is in any way con- j 
tingent on the defeat or enact­ 
ment of legislation. 
The act makes it illegal for 
them to “deceive or attempt 
to deceive” officials, or ‘‘at- j 
tempt to create a fictitious | 
appearance of public favor or 
disfavor” about pending legis- j 
lation. 
The act also stretches far 
beyond 
lobbying. 
It 
limits 
campaign spending, requires 
officials to file periodic con­ 
flict-of-interest 
reports, 
and 
seeks to negate some of the 
advantages incumbents have 
in election s. 
It was over the head of an 
unwilling legislature that vo­ 
ters passed by a nearly 3-to-l 
margin the Political Reform 
Initiative. Prop. 9. last June 
4. It was advertised as one of 
the toughest reform measures 
in the nation. 
The 
changes

promises 
will be obvious, such as the 
restrictions 
on 
lobbyists’ 
spending. But what remains 
unanswered is. will they have 
a significant impact on the 
process of government?

Such questions will be tack­ 
led by the new Fair Political 
Practices Commission, which 
comes into existence Jan. 7 
along with the test of the act. 
The five-member appointed 
commission, with a projected 
annual budget of $1 million, 
will draft regulations to put 
the 20.000-word act into work­ 
ing order. Violators are sub­ 
ject to misdemeanor and felo­

penalties,

fines up to $10.000 or three 
tim es the amount of the viola­ 
tion.

New, as I write, I’m aware 
for the first time that it may 
have seemed she could drink 
more because I was younger.

I’ve ariced her, or at least 
suggested that she drink less. 
This does no good because 
she pretends to drink less, but 
cn’y sneaks drinks on the 
side.

Dear V. M.: Your mother 
needs the kind of help that 
you cannot possibly give her. 
From 
your 
description 
it 
sounds as if she may be an 
alcoholic, and if this is the 
case, she has little control 
over what she drinks. 


I’m certain she doesn't in­ 
tend to drink too much and 
that she would like to be able 
to limit her drinking so that 
there would be no embarrass- 
in<r scenes fcr her son to have 
to hand'e. She is un°b'e to do 
this because alcotel is a po­ 
werful drug and it has 
control over her. 
probablv 
wrhcut her even being aware 
of it. 
Alcoholism is a treatab'e 
disease, but the first step in 
treatment rs recognition of 
the illness. There aie a num­ 
ber of signposts that apoear 
alcng the way and you have 
described two cf them in your 
letter. The alcctelic usually 
has a decreased tclerarce fcr 
alcohol as the disease progre­ 
sses. It mav well have Iren 
that ycur mother could drink 
without showing any effe'ft 
when vcu were younger, but 
now even a few drinks mav 
produce seme signs of, drunk­ 
enness. 


If your mother Is unable to 
recall what she did or what 
was said w'hen she was under 
the influence of alcohol, she is 
experiencing what is known 
as “blackouts.” This is a 
common symptom cf alcohol­ 
ism, although some people 
who are heavy drinkers, but 
ncnalcoholics, may also expe­ 
rience this loss of memory. 
Most heavy social drinkers do 
not sneak drink. The fact 
that your mother does is an 
indication that she is worried 
and 
concerned 
about 
her 
drinking pattern. She probab­ 
ly feels girilt'\ as s ir must 
realize that her drinking is 
also damaging you. 


It is not a kindness to pro­ 
tect the alcoholic. The best 
thing anyone can do if te sus­ 
pects there is a problem is to 
seek help from those best 
able to cope with it. You 
could contact a chapter of the 
National Council on Alcohol­ 
ism, or go directlv to Alcohol­ 
ics Anoovmous. There is pro­ 
bablv a chapter of AA in your 
locality. 
When voit trik with someone 
at Alrhoholics Anonymous, ask 
if there is a local chapter of 
AlaT^n. This is a proup spe­ 
cifically desired for the sons 
and daughters of alcoholics, 
and I’m sure vou would find 
this organization helpful and 
educational. You will meet 
many young peeple w'ho, like 
yourself 
have 
experienced 
problems cf growing up in fa­ 
milies with alcoholic parents.

not apply in the case of a rollover ol assets. As you are aware, 


you have only 60 days in which to set up the new plan.

Time to abandon 
insanity defense? 


WASHINGTON <CPI) - A 
noted psychiatrist-lawyer be­ 
lieves the time has come to 
abandon the insanity defense 


in the courtroom. 
Dr. Richard C. Allen says 
the division which the law has 
tried to maintain between th*» 
mad and the bad is absurd. 
It® loss, he says, would be 
missed only by professional 
testifiers and 
"psychiatrist- 
baiting cross examiners 
"Perhaps the most tellina 
objection to continuation of 
the quest for separation of the 
•sane* from the ‘insane’ is 
that humanity cannot be di­ 
vided into such discrete cate­ 
gories,’* Allen said in the cur­ 
rent issue of the magazine 
Mental Health. 
He said the sickest person 
in the most remote back ward 
of a primitive state hospital 
may have some capacity to 
respond to rule« while the

may 
have 
areas of ego in winch our 
range of behavioral choices is 
narrowed by our hereditary 
equipment 
and

riences. 
"In any event, how can a 
lay jury be expected to make 
a diagnosis and prescriptfm 
of treatment 011 the basis of * 
few days or weeks of trial, 
especially where the facts are 
filtered through the mechan­ 
isms of adversary inquiry and 
the principal focus is moral 
b! ameworthines I? ’ 
Allen, chairman of forensic 
niences at George Washing­ 
ton University, said it has 
been suggested that legisla­ 
tures amend the law so the 
question of insanity be deter 
mined by an expert tribunal 
alter conviction. 
Allen said trained mental 
health pesonnel are scarce 
and it seems more sensible to 
devote their services to assis­ 
tance m treatment 
as­ 
signing them to make judg­ 
ments of responsibility. 
Summing up some of tne 
other arguments for abolition 
of the insanity defend, Alien 
said all of the prevailing in­ 
sanity tests are vague, they

restricting behavioral choices, 
and none offers much ot a 
guide as to whether an offen

Allen said it is argued thai

But he said the reverse is 
true. 
"It is the present haph­ 
azard and dicriminatorv in­

that weakens the deterrent 
value ot law.” 
Regardless of what 
ulti­

ity rule, he said, “ the future 
of the mentally impaired of­ 
fender is of infinitely greater 
importance.

F I D D L E T O W N , Calif. 
(UPI) — The residents of this 
tiny Mother Lode hamlet of­ 
ten stand in the middle of 
Main Street to discuss the 
weather. 
Only during the summer 
tourist season is there enough 
traffic to worry for one’s 
safety. 
But that may change, if the 
Ideal Cement Co. has its 
way. 
At issue is a plan to send a 
36-ton limestone-laden truck 
d o w n Fiddletown’s 25-foot- 
wide main drag from a near­ 
by quarry’ every 10 minutes 
for 20 hours each day. 
Opponents 
say the noise 
and vibrations will discourage 
tourists and imperil the brick, 
century-old buildings standing i 
adjacent to the street. Also 
imperiled, they said, is 
a 
125-year-old “rammed earth” 
b u i l d i n g in Fiddletown’s 
Chinatown area —only one of 
two such buildings remaining 
in the state. 
Fiddletown once had the 
second largest Chinatown in j 
the state. But it, like most of 
the town, faded with the end 
of the gold rush, leaving a 
few semipermanent buildings 
to mark its brief glory. 
Fiddletown slept while the 
rest of the wnrld moved into j 
the 20th Century’. Only in the , 
past few years has it, along ■ 
with other quaint villages in 
the Mother Lode, enioved a 
resurgence of popularity. 
The former saloons today 
are antique and curio shons 
as the mountain peoole cash 
in on the new tourist bonanza. 
And 
Fiddletown 
has 
been 
growing as urban refugees 
•seek a place where they may j 
stand in the middle of Main 
Street to discuss the state of 
the weather. 
These relative newcomers 
— you’re a newcomer in the 
hills unless your family goes 
back at least a generation 
—are becoming embroiled in 
a classic 
confrontation be­ 
tween the advocates of eco­ 
nomic development and those 
of esthetic and historic pre­ 
servation. 
T h e Ideal Cement 
Co., 
which owns a 500-acre quarry 
site three miles east of town, 
won round one of the battle. 
It obtained from the Amador 
County Planning Commission 
a use permit enabling it to 
begin quarry operations. 
Fiddtetown’s 
preservation- ! 
ists, led by octogenarian Lola j 
Hinckley, 
won

two. 
They hired a lawyer who 
gained

stipulated 
court ji 
judgment this month setting 
«aide the use permit and 
decreeing that a new environ­ 
mental impact report be pre­ 
pared. 
But Fiddletowners are not 1 
of one mind on the issue. The , 
opposition is led by relative 
newcomers who came to Fid- 
dletown to escape urban traf­ 
fic and industrial noise. The 
oldtimers —those who lived 
here prior to the town’s redis­ 
covery by tourists and urba­ 
nites —are not nearly so con­ 
cerned. They appear to take j 
Fiddletown’s quaintness more 
for granted. 
“There’s no argument so 
far as I’m concerned,” said 
oldtimer Chris Germolis, a 
former log truck driver and , 
quarry worker. “There’s no 
problem with the trucks. We 
ran trucks loaded with logs 
down these streets for years.” 
Germolis said he considers 
the fears of damage to the 
old buildings to be “a lot ot 
baloney.” 
He and others —perhaps a 
third of Fiddletown’s popula­

The 
Soviet 
Union enters 
1975, final year of its current 
five-year plan, behind in both 
its goals for industry and agri­ 
culture, and suffering some 
of the ills it usually attributes 
onlv to capitalistic states. 
The’ 1971-75 plain for the 
first time gave priority to de­ 
velopment of light industry, 
including production of con­ 
sumer goods, but, said, Depu­ 
ty Premier Nikolai K. Baiba­ 
kov, head of the planning 
agency, “the targets-.proved 


unreachable.” 
In the coming year, he said, 
priority for over-all produc­ 
tion would swing back 
to 


heavy industry. 
For the long-suffering So­ 
viet cbnsumer, it was another 
in a string of broken promis­ 
es, and in the history of So­ 
viet five-year plans another 
example of the actuality fail­ 
ing to live up to the blueprint. 
The five-year plan ending in 
1970 also fell short of its 
goals. 
The frank admission ot fail­ 
ure also is an admission of 


the Soviets’ continuing need 
of U.S. know-how and credits 
both in agriculture and in­ 
dustry, and suggests their ul­ 
timate 
acceptance 
of 
the 
terms of the recently passed 
U.S. trade bill despite limits 
on Soviet credit and its tie-in 
with freedom of Jewish emi- 
g r a t i o n from the Soviet 
Union. 
The 1971-75 plan scheduled 
production of consumer goods 
to increase at an annual rate 
of 8.5 per cent, later scaled 
down to 4.5 per cent. While 
final results wrere not dis­ 


closed, Baibakov’s statement 
made it apparent that, even 
the scaled down figures were 


not met. 
Nine month fi'tures issued 
in October showed underpro­ 
duction in such items as lea­ 
ther shoes, radios and phono­ 
graphs, knitted goods 
and 
washing machines. 
Successes were reported in 
automobile production, up 10 
per cent, and meat, up 13 per 
cent. 
• 
Receiving 
much 
of 
the 
blame for failure to meet 
quotas or for production of 


shoddy goods were bod plan­ 
ning, rising costs and failure of 
labor to increase productivity 
as planned. 
In his report to the Su­ 
preme Soviet in mid-Decem­ 
ber Baibakov also disclosed a 
disappointing grain harvest. 
Originally, the Soviet Union 
had aimed at a harvest of 222 
to 225 million tons, equalling 
or surpassing the record yield 
of 1973. This later was re­ 
duced by Communist party 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev to 
around 225 million tons.

PASADENA — P at Hadem and John 
McKay Jr. have been the closest of 
friends for years but they are now 
going their separate ways. 
Haden is going to England as a 
Rhodes scholar while McKay has indi­ 
cated he might just follow his famous 
father into the coaching profession. 
They completed their am ateur foot­ 
ball careers Wednesday in the 61st 
Rose Bowl by perhaps giving coach 
John McKay another national cham­ 
pionship. 
Haden, the heady quarterback, and 
McKay, who has had to live up to 
being the coach’s son, ignited USC to a 
thrilling 18-17 victory over Ohio State 
to wrap up the Trojans’ season with a 
10-1-1 record. 
Thanks to Notre Dame’s stunning 13- 
11 upset over undefeated Alabama in 
the Orange Bowl. USC is in good shaoe 
to earn the No. 1 spot in the final UPI 
rankings. 
“ We have as good a call to it as 
a n y b o d y ' , ” said an elated coach 
McKay. “We beat the teams that beat 
the teams that beat the teams. We 
beat Ohio State who beat Michigan and 
we beat Notre Dame, who beat Ala­ 
bama. 1 tell you 1 know who I’m going 
to vote for.’’ 
It 
was 
fitting 
that 
Haden 
and 
McKay, who have spent many years on 
winning passing combinations at Bish­ 
op Amat High and USC, were the key 
Trojans in sparking the comeback vic­ 
tory. 
They even shared the Player of the 
Game award. 
Down 17-10 in the twilight hours of 
the game, Haden directed the Trojans 
on a 83-yard march climaxed by a 38- 
yard touchdown pass to McKay in the

right com er of the end zone with 2:03 
on the clock. 
It was now 17-16 in Ohio State's fav­ 
or. Would USC go for a tie or would 
McKay the coach gamble on a two- 
point conversion? 
There really wasn't any question. 
McKay gambled in the 1967 Rose Bowl 
against Purdue and lost. 
“ We didn’t come here to play for a 
tie,” the silver-haired USC coach said. 
“ We knew with Ohio State’s offense we 
wouldn’t get the ball again so we de­ 
cided to go for two.” . 
Haden completed the pass to a div­ 
ing Shelton Diggs in the end zone for 
the two points and the victory as the 
Trojan fans among the 106,721 custo­ 
mers roared. 
“ I didn't think about anything but 
catching the ball.” Diggs, a >ophomore 
from San Bernardino, said. “ 1 saw it 
and I knew 1 had to stay with it. Then 
I heard the crowd cheer and it made 
me happy to think I’d won the game 
lor cur seniors. Yeah, maybe it was 
sort of a difficult catch but I’m sup­ 
posed to catch balls like that.” 
Ohio State wasn’t through yet but the 
Buckeyes ran out of time. Punting sen­ 
sation Tom Skladany attempted a 62- 
vard field goal in the final seconds but 


it was short. 
It was another thrilling comeback for 
USC, a team which staggered during 
the early season but came on strong to 
win its final five games to possibly 
give McKay his fourth national cham­ 
pionship and second in three years. 
The Trojans came through on a day 
when their superstar, Anthony Davis, 
was sidelined in the second quarter 
with bruised ribs. 
But his back-up, Bonita High product 
Allen Carter, came through in a big 
way to lead USC in rushing with 75 
yards on 18 carries including a couple 
of big gains on the Trojans’ winning 
touchdown drive. 
“ With A.D. out of there, we couldn’t 
do a lot of the things we wanted to,” 
McKay said. “ We made some adjust­ 
ments*. Then Carter really started to do 
the job. We weren’t going to quit and 
go home.” 
USC enioyed a big edge in the statis­ 
tics in rolling up 461 offensive yards to 
Ohio State’s 286.

They presented their coach, who now 
goes into “temporary’ retirem ent" for 
at least a year, a 13-11 Orange Bowl 
victory over top-ranked Alabama Wed­ 
nesday night, enabling Parseghian to 
end his 11-year career at Notre Dame 
on a winning note. 
But the Irish generosity was costly 
for Alabama since it was expected to 
cost the Crimson Tide the national col­ 
legiate championship. 
Alabama, having posted its third per­ 
fect regular season in four years, had 
been an 11-point favorite over eighth- 
ranked Notre Damo, which had been 
humiliated in its final game of the sea­ 
son, a 55-24 loss to Southern Cal in 
which the Irish blew a 24-point lead. 
“ I didn’t overburden the team be­ 
forehand with this being my last game 
at 
Notre Dame.” 
said 
Parseghian. 
“ But I thanked them as profoundly as 
I could after the game because this is 
something 1 will always remember. 
“ 1 think our team, and our defense 
hvparticular, atoned for the third quar­ 
ter showing in the USC game (when 
the Trojans erupted for 35 points).” 
The loss was a bitter one for Ala­ 
bam a’s Bear Bryant to swallow. Al­ 
though the Crimson Tide has won 43 of 
its

games, 
Bryant has now gone eight straight 
bowl games without a victory. 
Notre Dame scored us first touch­

Mark McLane went across from 
nine yards out and the Irish had a 13-0 
lead with 8:29 left in the first half. 
At the time, Dave Reeve’s missed 
conversion kick didn’t seem very' im- 
portant—but it loomed larger and lar­ 
ger late in the contest.

PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - Rhodes 
Scholar-quarterback Pat Haden hopes 
he hasn’t played his last football game. 
“ This will be a great one to rem em ­ 
ber,” said Southern California quarter­ 
back after directing the Trojans to an 
18-17 comeback win over Ohio State in 
the Rose Bowl on New Year’s Day. 
Haden, an honors English student at 
USC, will spend the next two years at 
Oxford University in England savoring 
the Trojan win. 
“ I just hope someone dratts me so I 
can get a chance to play when I come 
back,” Haden said. 
Haden’s value as a pro prospect 
soared in the fourth quarter Wednes­ 
day when he connected with split end 
John McKay on a 38-yard TD strike 
with 2:03 to play. Trailing by one 
point, he then calmly found flanker 
Shelton Diggs in the end zone for the 
two-point conversion. 
“ 1 was going to run the ball,” Haden 
said of the extra point. “ But I saw that 
the guy guarding Shelton came up to 
tackle me so I decided to dump it off 
to him.” 
“ Pat made the big plays for them ,” 
said 
a 
surprisingly 
genial 
Woody 
Hayes. “ He is a great little quarter­ 
back. We knew they would have to 
pass more after Anthony Davis got 
hurt (bruised ribs.) We just didn’t get 
the pressure on Haden like we did last 
year.” 
Haden credited his offensive 
line 
with giving him enough time to find 
McKay on the final touchdown pass, 
sayingt 
“The lihe had to give me more time 
because John took a little more time to 
run his pattern. He was the only recei­ 
ver on the play and he just beat his 
m an.” 
John McKay Sr., the usually unflap­ 
pable Trojan coach, was trembling 
with excitement in the USC locker 
room. Seconds earlier, he had made 
the decision to go for a two-point con­ 
version and a victory rather than settle 
for a 17-17 tie. 
McKay was especially pleased that 
the Haden-McKay Jr.-Davis era ended 
with a victory. 
“The little guys really went out in a 
blaze of glory,” he said. “ Everybody 
says they’re too small to play but no 
one told them that.” 


McKay then replayed the dramatic 
conversion. 
“ We wanted the ball on the hash 
m ark,” he said. “ We split Johnny 
(McKay) wide and put Diggs in the 
slot. This caused a man-to-man cove­ 
rage and we thought one of them 
should get open.” 
Hayes, who earlier walked over to 
the USC dressing room to congratulate 
McKay, was likewise out of character. 
The normally fiery' Buckeye coach was 


calm and reserved. 
“ 1 guess that was the difference be­ 
tween these two team s—one point, 
he 
said. “We didn’t play quite well enough 
to win. 
"When we went for the field goal af­ 
ter recovering USC’s last fumble (Tom 
Klaban kicked a 22-yarder) we knew 
they would probably try a two-point 
conversion if they scored again. 
“ And we knew that would more than 
likely decide the gam e.” 


At one point, USC punter Jim Lucas 
ran 16 yards for a first down after his 
foot apparently missed the ball. On his 
next punt, Lucas’ kick was blocked by 
the Buckeyes’ Tim Fox. 
Both teams traded fumbles near the 
USC goal line as both Heisman Trophy 
winner Archie Griffin of Ohio State, 
who was held to 75 yards for the first 
time in 23 games he finished under the 
100-yard figure, and Anthony Davis 
coughed up the loose ball. 
Ohio State lost a golden scoring op­ 
portunity in the second quarter when 
the Buckeyes were charged with an il­ 
legal procedure penalty on a fourth 
down and one play at the USC three. 
Forced to go for a field goal, Ohio 
State was further frustrated when Tom 
Klaban’s 25-yard try was wide to the 
right.

Ha1 es suddenly threw off his jacket 
and flung it to the ground. 
In the fourth quarter, Neal Colzie in­ 
tercepted his second Haden pass and 
returned it 21 yards to the USC nine 
only to be charged with a 15-yard pe­ 
nalty for spiking the ball in a moment 
of joy. 
Faced with a first down and 24 to go, 
OSU 
quarterback 
Cornelius 
Greene 
was forced to pass and his try was in­ 
tercepted by Danny Reece. 
USC lost on a gamble late in the sec­ 
ond quarter when McKay gave away 
three points. 
Chris Limahelu booted a 3iWard 
field goal with 19 seconds on the clock 
but Ohio State was off sides to give 
USC a first down at the 16. McKay 
took the penalty but the move back­ 
fired when Limahelu missed on a 24- 
yard try with four seconds remaining 
in the half. 
Most of the scoring came in the 
fo’ rth quarter. 
USC wiped out Ohio State’s 7-3 lead 
on the third play of the final period 
when Haden completed a 72-yard drive 
b'- passing nine yards to tight end Jim 
Cbradovich for a touchdown and a 10-7 
margin. 
Ohio State came right back to regain 
the lead by marching 82 yards in six 
plavs with Greene scoring on a three- 
yard run for a 14-10 lead with 9:21 left 
in the game. 
It looked like curtains for USC mo­ 
ments later when defensive end Van 
DeCree recovered a Haden fumble on 
the Trojan 30. But the Buckeyes had to 
settle for a 32-yard field goal by Kla­ 
ban for a 17-10 lead with 6:38 on the 
clock. 
USC was faced with certain defeat 
unless it could move the ball quickly. 
After getting the ball on their own 
17, the Trojans went to work. Carter 
rushed for five, eight and nine yards 
while fullback Dave Farm er added 
nine more to move the ball to the 49. 
But the drive suddenly stalled to 
bring up a fourth down and one situa­ 
tion at the Buckeye 42 with 2:34 left.

D e p a r t m e n t of Fish and 
G a m e , legislation relaxing 
qualifications for free licenses 
was approved by Gov. Ronald 
Reagan. 
To qualify for a free sport 
fishing license which will not 
require stamps for inland and 
trout 
fishing 
an 
applicant 
must be 62 years old or older, 
resident of'the state for the 
last five years or longer and 
have a total monthly income 
cf no more than $250 if single 
and $500 combined if married. 
Present income limits are 
si 40 and $280 monthly, res­ 
pectively. and eligible persons 
receive only the basic license. 
Stamps for inland waters and 
trout fishing must be pur­ 
chased. 
According to Department of 
Fish and Game calculations, 
abouta quarter of a million 
additional 
Californians 
will 
become eligible for free li­ 
censes. 
Under the old ar­ 
rangement. 
about 
250.000 
people qualify, although so­ 
mething like 26.000 actually 
receive free licenses. 
Applications forms for free 
licenses may be obtained at 
most sporting goods stores 
around the state. Tne forms 
should be completed and sub­ 
mitted to the DFG in Sacra­ 
mento where the headquar­ 
ters office alone issues free li­ 
censes. 
Persons receiving aid to the 
aged under the Income Se 
ffuritv Act will continue to be 
eligible for tree fishing li­ 
censes ind stamps. These ap- 
plicat ons will still be avail­ 
able from county welfare de­ 
partments and the headquar­ 
ters office of the DFG. 
The legislature has often 
considered 
extending 
these 
special fishing privileges to 
all senior citizens, but there 
have been problems. 
In the first place. California
